T he honeymoon with the 

TrudeanLiberal government 

seems to be continuing - 
although the introduction of the 
government’s first budget, with a 
projected $29.4 billion deficit, may 
be shaking the relationship. 

There is more money for veterans 
- reopening offices closed by the 
Harper Conservatives and hiring 
additional caseworkers; for seniors; 
for the CBC, to stop attrition at the 
country's national news agency. 
There is funding for innovation and 
infrastructure, including Green 
initiatives; money for health care; a 
50% increase in student grants. 

A new Canada Child Benefit 
will replace the existing Canada 
Child Tax Benefit, National Child 
Benefit, and Universal Child Care 
Benefit - providing more tax relief to 
middle and low income families, but 
eliminating benefits for families that 
earn over $150,000, and cancelling 
the Art and Fitness Child Tax Credits. 

There is $8.4 billion earmarked 
for aboriginal communities, for 
education, water infrastructure 
and child and family services - but 
the funding is allocated over the 
next five years, extending beyond 
the mandate of this government. 
First Nations activist and advocate 
Cindy Blackstock had hoped to 
see $200 million allocated for child 
and family services immediately, 
to fill the gaps and offer an 
immediate solution to the high 
rates of Child Apprehension seen 


on First Nations reserves and lack 
of support services for families; 
instead the Liberal government is 
allocating $71 million this year, $99 
million next year, with increasing 
investment later in the program. 

There is new money for initiatives 
to battle homelessness, and funding 
available to Canada Mortgage and 
Housing will double, but there is no 
National Housing Policy. 

And small business, long a 
source of job creation, has little to 
celebrate - with the cancellation of 
a promised tax cut, and elimination 
of the hiring credit. 

For the most part, though, 
Canadians are taking a “wait 
and see" attitude. The Liberals 
have called this year's budget an 
investment in the future; Canadians 
want to see if the funding will 
kickstart the economy and create 
jobs. They want to see what the 
impact will be on their own lives. 

There is also a sense that it 
may take time to introduce some 
promised programs - time to consult, 
to create new frameworks, to collect 
the data needed to make science- 
based decisions: the Liberals have 
announced that they are bringing 
back the long-form census. 

Finance Minister Bill Morneau 
concluded his budget speech by 
saying, “This is only the beginning. 
Today we have taken some big steps 
on a long journey. We have much 
work ahead of us.” 

We’ll see if they can get the job done. 


THEY'LL FIGURE IT OUT 

To the editor: I typically love Canadians' 
reaction and response to American politics. 

“The people speak” point of view was 
no exception. I even agreed with some 
major points, but my issue was with the 
'Canadian take' in trying to define the 
current U.S. political landscape. Trying to 
make sense of American politics looking 
through a Canadian lens blurs the view. The 
comparison between Trump and Hider was 
hyperbole, at best, an attention-getter, and 
at worst, logically fallacious. 

The opinion seems to suggest millions of 
Americans have suddenly and collectively 
lost their minds. They haven’t. They 
are angry. Angry with years of divisive 
leadership and inaction, as you suggest, 
but they use that displeasure to vote as a 
Democracy guarantees. You may disagree, 
you may be horrified, and you may be 
scared, but this remains the reality. 

We are two very different countries, even 
though we share a long undefended border, 
media, products and a host of common social 
elements. What we do not share is a common 
history of formation. America was borne of 
Revolution, culminating in an independent 
and bloody severance from Britain. For 
Canada, leaving Britain was like moving into 
your parents' basement, and then extolling 
the virtues of your independence. 


As Canadians, we can speak out all we 
want, jump up and down, protest, and even 
write opinions. At the end of the day, it will 
still be none of our business. We consistendy 
blame America for being into the world's 
business, but can't help ourselves when it 
comes to their business. There are 319 million 
of them in a democracy. They'll figure it out.

County draws on reserve 
to cover funding shortfall 


Midhurst - The County of 
Simcoe will be dipping into its 
reserves, to meet a shortfall in 
funding for the four long-term 
care facilities that it operates. 

The county was notified by 
the province that funding for the 
Georgian Manor in Penetan- 
guishene, Simcoe Manor in Bee- 
ton, Sunset Manor in Colling- 
wood, and Trillium Manor in 
Orillia would be reduced by 
$340,000 for 2016 - despite long 
waiting lists for beds, a growing 
senior population, and increas¬ 
ing complexity of care for aging 
residents. 

County council voted to 

reductions predicted to save 
$120,000 per year, without 
impacting the quality of care - 
and rather than make cuts to 
nursing and personal care staff, 
voted to take $220,000 from 
reserves. 

"Having to overcome provin¬ 
cial binding shortfalls through a 
municipal budget places strain 
on our ability to effectively man¬ 
age services, but none-the-less, 
the County of Simcoe is step¬ 
ping up to the plate in the inter¬ 


est of resident care,” said County 
Warden Gerry Marshall. “Our 
council discussed a number of 
options and ultimately made a 
decision to provide additional 
funds from reserve for 2016, fur¬ 
ther supplementing long term 

“This is the right thing to do for 
our long term care residents and 
staff as we stave to maintain our 
high standards of care in such a 
regulated sector of health care. 

Marshall pointed out that 
those in long term care are 
among the most vulnerable of 
Ontario’s residents, and called 
on the Ontario government 
“to come up with better fund¬ 
ing models in this ever-growing 
sectoti’ 

As an example, funding from 
the province for nutrition in long 
term care facilities comes to only 
$8.03 per day, to provide three 
meals, three beverages and two 
snacks a day for each resident 

term care homes have been 
awarded the highest “Exem¬ 
plary Standing” from Accredita¬ 
tion Canada - and have a total of 
1,198 names on waiting lists.
